The Tobacco Trad# 

The Philadelphia Evening bulletin, of August 
!•, contains some very sensible remarks upon the 
increased demand for tobacco in the Oldeu World. 
Io F ranee alone the demaud has gone up from 

$13,000,000, at which it stood ta 1830, to $19,000,000 
in IS40, to $24,000,000 in 1850, and to $35,000,000 
in lS.’i . It is possible that the demand may reach 

$50,000, OuO in I860. 

The same increased demand has been going on 
in England, Germany, and many others of the 
European States. The descendants of families in 
which nothing but snuff was formerly used, now 
chew, and smoke, and snuff. The habit of chew- 
ing is not so prevalent upon the Continent as in 
this country, but smoking is. The German, with 
his merchaum, makes up in smoking what the 
American gains on him in chewing, and the num- 
ber of smokers of segars is yearly increasing at a 
rapid rate throughout Europe. 

These facts are not unpleasing to the tobacco 
grower in this country. It is the business of the 
farmer here to raise as much tobacco as possible, 
and to sell for the best price he can get. The 
more consumers there are in foreign lands, the 
better the price will be. Indeed, tobacco mav yet 
become as important an article in our export trade 
as cotton. It may not do the buyers as much 
good as cotton, but it may bring the sellers as 
much money. 

The time will come when each of the States of 
Lurope will establish agencies in this country for 
the purchase of tobacco. Louisville is, in our 
opiuion, the point for establishing such agencies. 

It is the center of a vast tobacco growing region. 

It is easy of access by water, by railroad, by turn, 
pike, and bv good roads to all parts of the coun- 
try where tobacco is grown. AU that our citizens 
have to do is to take a little interest in the matter 
to make Louisville the export city lor the tobac- 
co that is sent to the olden world. We shall in a 
lew days lay belore our readers some facts which 
show conclusively that this can be done, and that 
the foundation is already laid so firmly that no 
rival city iD the Mississippi valley can rob us of 
tills invaluable trade. 

The trade has increased so much here in the 
.ast few years that new warehouses have had to 
be elected. Others will have to go up very soon. 
The farmers are crowding those that we have to 
*uch an extent that there is not room for all the 
buyers and sellers. Heretofore the tobacco bought 
iu this market has been principally for export and 
tor manufactories in other parts of the country. 
The manufacturing interest i9, however, daily en 
Hr Rti 1 f? to this city. Those who are not interest- 
ed in the busiuess will he surprised to know how 
many kinds ot tobacco are manufactured in Louis 
ville. W e shall lav the facts before our readers in 
a few days, so that they may see what an interest 
the tobacco trade is, and do their duty in foster 
mg it as one of the main levers that is to lift our 
city into future prosperity. 

Card from Mr- John Timmins. 

Fitters Louisville Courier: In the Louisville 
Journal of August 11th, John W. Tompkins pub- 
lishes certain certificates, accompanied with some 
remarks, which he intended to reflect upon me 
aud olhers. Iu that card John W. Tompkins says: 

I have reason to believe that Mr. Timmins did 
make the statement, and I hereby denounce bin. 
to the public, as I have already denounced him to 
his face, in the presence of a third person, as a 
liar and scoundrel.” John W. Tompkins never did 
-leuouuce me to my face as a liar aud scoundrel. — 

1 his statement is false. He did remark that he 
bad the evidence to prove that we were all liars — 
meaning Samuel K. Richardson, W. 0. Moore, and 
myself. I theu replied to him, “go ahead; but 
twill be a kind of testimony, such as yourself.” I 
have lived iu the city of Louisville more than 
twenty years, and have labored hard for a liveli- 
hood, and those who kuow me best kuow that I 
•un not and never have been a man to disturb mv 
fellow citizens in the right of suffrage. I have 
never been the cause of any difficulty at any elec- 
tion. Mv name has never thus been associated. 
The name of John W. Tompkins has been asso- 
ciated with election fusses and election riots in 
this city for years past; and there is truth in the 
old adage, that where there is smoke there must 
be some fire. 

John W. Tompkins did push an old man down 
on the pavement, and then kick him whilst down. 

1 then remonstrated with him, and he then drew 
i pistol and threatened to shoot me. Joseph 
Sweeny interfered between Tompkins and myself 
Samuel K. Richardson and W. C. Moore are ab- 
sent from the city and will answer for themselves 
when they return. I can obtain many other affi- 
davits proving the same facts. I wish to know if 
John W. Tompkins will go before any justice of 

• he peace in this city and make oath that, at the

To Pkxvkkt Flies from Teasing Horses. — T he
